the military party of Japan and is re- 
sponsible for Japan's past arrogant 
attitude toward the United States. 


'^Kill the alliance and you will rob 


them of half their power," he declar- 
ed. 


"After the overwhelming hospitality 


extended m during my visit to Japan, 
It may seem ungracious to criticize," 
eaid Northcliffe, "but I am able to do

good 
conscience because In 


speeches in Australia and Manila and 
In a plain statement before going to 
Japan, I expressed strong opposition 
to continuation of the anti-American, 
•war-provoking 
Anglo-Japanese 
al- 


liance. 


"The Anglo-Japanese alliance Is the 


Sharpest sword In the hands of the 
war party of Japan. Under the cover 
of this alliance the war party of Jap- 
anese spends more than half of the 
people's money on the navy, army 
and fortifications. 


"Japan's past arrogant attitude to- 


rward the United States would not 
have been possible without this al- 
liance. 


"The Chinese, who detest' this al- 


liance as much as Americans cio, and 
the British In the Orient, blame Great 
Britain for their suffering 
at 
the 


hands of Japan. 


"One bad result of the alliance, Is 


thfe attitude of the war party towards 
iapan's 
desire for real democratic 


government. 
Owin^ to the strength 


of the war party, the right of the peo- 
ple to hold public meetings and the 
freedom of the press Is at the mercy 
of police and censors controlled by the 
war party. 


"Many 
Japanese 
told 
me 
they 


hated the imitation German militar- 
ism of the war party but were power- 
less. 


"The so called diet is a farce. It 


has no more power than the old, old 
German Reichstag. Japan is ruled 
absolutely by four elder statesmen. 


"Kill the Anglo-Japanese 
alliance 


and you will rob them of half their 
power, altho they will want watching 
this year, next year and many years 
to come."

Altho bread prices in many Ohio 


cities are showing- reductions of two 
and three cents on the 24-otmce loar, 
Coshocton bread prices remain the 
same. 


This is explained by 'local bakers 


recalling the reductions made here 
several months ago. Altho no re- 
cent reduction has been made here 
Coshocton made bread is just as low 
in price as that of most cities, bakers 
assert. 


Flour has dropped about 23 per cent 


in price within the past two months, 
but the reduction has had no effect 
on bread prices. 
It is explained that 


the bakers- have on hand a large stock 
of flour bot at higher prlceq, and un- 
til used; bread will remain at the pres- 
ent price of 11 and 12 cents for the 
custom size 24 ounce loaf. 


Even when new supplies of flour 


are purchased, the reduction will not 
be noticeble because of the steady 
high level of bakery employes' wages, 
it was started by one local baker Sat- 
urday.

TEN TO ONE—WILD BILL'S 


GREATEST FIGHT 


When the Overland stage root« to' 


the Colorado gold fields was estab- 
lished shortly before the Olvll wa-1, 
one of the bravest drivers in Its em- 
ploy was ti young man from Illinois 
named James B. Hlckok. 
In 1801 


Hlckok was taken off the stages and 
put lu charge of the Rock Creek, sta- 
fton, west of Topeko, Kan., in a region 
filled with gangs of outlaws and high- 
way robbers. 
One of these, known as 


the McCandluss gang, invited Hlckok 
to join them und, upon his refusal, 
threatened to visit him some day and 
make him regret his defiance. 


"You'll find me here any time you 


come," was Hlckok's reply. 


A few days Inter the McCandlass 


E«ng did find him .there. They 
ot- 


taqked him in his dug-out, battered 
down the door nnd Jim McCandlnss, 
the leader, sprang into the room. He 
wns killed by a bullet from Hlckok's 
rifle. 
Three more of the gnng were 


shot down with a pistol before the 
other six drew their bowle knives and 
rushed, upon him. 


"Then I went wild," said Hlckok 


in telling of the fight afterwards. Des- 
peratejy wounded but terrible in his 
berserker rage, he came to grips with 
the butlaws, and when the light wns 
over eight of the ten were dead and 
the other two fled for their lives. 
Ever afterward Kickok was known «s 
"Wild Bill." 


Later Wild Bill enlisted in the Union 


army as a scout. He served with Gen- 
eral Curtl» in Arkansas and repeatedly 
entered the Confederate lines as n 
spy. 
More than once he was discov- 


ered and forced to flee, and more than 
once the fleetness and intelligence of 
his favorite horse, "Block Nell," saved 
his life. 
He was a sharpshooter at 


the Bnttle of Tea Ridge, where he dis- 
tinguished himself by killing the Con- 
federate general, AlcCullough. 


After the war Bill returned' to Kan- 


sas and became a scout for General 
Custer, who set a high value on Jils 
services nnd who once said: "Whether 
on foot or on horseback. Wild Bill 
wns one of the most perfect types of 
physical manhood I have ever seen." 
From 1867 to 1870 Ufickok served as 
marsbal oi Hays City and Abilene, 
Kan. 


Hickok's adventurous career came 


to nn end In the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. lie hnd gone there with tlie 
first gold rush and in some way hnd 
Incurred the enmity o£ Jack McCall, 
a gambler. 
On August 2, 1870, Me- 


Call treacherously shot him In the 
back as he sat playing cards with 
some of bis friends.
